After Fifteen Hours’ Work 
Only 576 Men Are Saved in 
French Colliery Wrecked 
by an Explosion.

The explosion occutred at 7 o'clock this 
morning, soon after 1,795 men had descended 
into the mine to begin their day’s work. 

Up to 8 o’clock tonight 576 of these men had 
be brought to the surface, some of them 

Twenty-five thousand persons are crowded 
around the mouths of the shafts, helplese to 
save the entombed miners or even to siege { 
out their bodies. 

This mekes it practically certain that 1 219 
men are dead. The whole interior of the mine 
was a roaring furnace of flames for hours, 
All the wooden props burned away and at 
8 o'clock it was announted that the galler- 
les, which afforded the only possible place 
of safety for the entombed men, had fallen in. 

A state of stupor and desolation prevails 
overythe Courrieres mining region, The most 
agonizing scenes are witnessed at the pit 
mouths, and the gendarmes e nee the 
utmost difficulty in restraining the crowds of 


people eager to ascertain the fate of their 
relatives. 


France Shocked by Disaster. 

All France has been profoundly shocked by 
the magnitude of the disaster, which 
to be the greatest in the history of 
nental mining. 

President Fallieres sent his ouaetar’. ac- 
companied by Minister of Public Works 
Gautier and Minister of the Interior Dubief, 
On a special train to the scene of the dis- 
aster,

The scene of the catastrophe is the moun- 
tainous mining region near Lens, in the de- 
partment of Pas de Calais. Here are huddled 
small hamlets of the mineworkers, who 
operate the most productive coal mines in 
France. The subterannean chambers form 
a series of tunnels. 
Six of the outlets are near Lens and cthers 
at Courrieres, Verdun, and many other 
points. Thé output of these mines is par- 
ticularly combustible and is. used 
in the manufacture of gas and in smelting. 
About 2,000 miners work the group of mines, 
and with their families, make a population | 


‘of from 6,000 to 8,000 souls: 


Cause of the Explosion. 

It was learned late tonight that there had 
béeh & fire in one of the pits since last Mon- 
day. M. Leon, chief éngineer of the depart- 
ment of Pas-de-Calais, admits that the engi- 
neers, after fighting this fire for four days, 
being unable to master it, on Friday closed 
all the outlets. M. Leon believes fissures must 
have formed which permitted gases to escape 
and, these becoming ignited this morning, the 
explosion followed. 

This morning the miners went to their work 
as usual and 1,795 men had descended when 
there wae a deafening explosion. The cages 
in which the miners descended into pita 
2, 8, and 4 were hurled thirty feet from the 
mouth of the shaft. A miner working near 
the mouth was killed, and a horse was blown 
into the air. The roof of the mine office was 
blown off. 


Whole Mine in Flames. re 

Immediately following the explosion flames 
burst from the mouth of the pit, driving back 
those without who sought to enter and 
dooming those within. 

Within an incredibly short time the entire 
interior of the mine was a vast roaring fur- 
nace, the flames even pouring out of the 
mouth of the shaft at times and driving away 
the rescue parties which attempted to de- 
acend into the mine. 

The work of attempting to rescue the 
imprisoned miners was hastily begun by 
officials, engineers, and miners from the 
surrounding mines, who formed parties and 
made heroic efforts to penetrate the smoke 
and foul gases and bring out the imprisoned 
men. 

The explosion wrecked pits Nos. 2, 3, 4, 10. 
and 11, the galleries from which communicate 
to all the other pits. 

Gas poured into pit 2, preventing an en- 
trance, and it wag impossible to succor the 
men imprisoned there. In pit 8 the cages 
would not work, having been damaged by 
the violence of the explosion. The rescue 
work, therefore, proceeded mainly in pits 10 
and 11. 

Few Removed Alive. 

Ten miners from pit 11 were removed alive, 
but none of the 858 miners who entered pit 4 
have yet been brought out. 

Of the 500 miners who descended at Lens 
this morning 888 have been brought out, but 
the rescue of the others is impossible. 

In pit 3 only thirteen men out of 443 have 
been rescued, and as the ladders are broken 
and the cages jammed, the rescuers despair 
of helping the others. 

Some of the imprisoned miners sought to 
escape to the pits which remained intact and 


came up at 10 o’clock with about a dozen half 
suffocated men, who were promptly taken to 
the hospital. Among them was M. Voisin, an 
engineer, who had attempted to organize 


‘succor, 


Toward noon wounded workmen began to 
be brought up in the baskets and the bodies 
of two dead men were taken from pit 10. 

At 8 o’clock tonight a rescue party at Cour- 
rieres brought out several engineers, two of 
whom were unconscious, but who were re- 
vived under medical attendance. 


All Hope Is Abandoned. 

The attempts at rescue have been given 
up as the galleries have fallen in. 

Crowds stil] surround pit 4, and the scenes 
are heartrending. 

Up to tonight .76 persons had come out or 
had been taken out of the burning mine, All 
who were rescued were terribly burned. 

One of the rescued miners, Pierre Dasson, 
said: 

““Tl was 280 meters from the shaft whén 
I heard a deafening explosion. The air im- 
mediately ‘became rarified and filled with 
poisonous vapors. Instinctively I groped my 
way toward the bottom of the shaft of pit 
2, near which I found a number of suffo- 
cating comrades who had fallen helpless tn 
the galleries, and were crying for assistance. 
I assisted them to mount the trolley, and thus 


were enabled to reach the shaft.”

Son of the Steel Magnate Is Ar- 
rested for Auto Speeding. 


COURT GIVES HIM A LASHING. 


New York Magistrate Seores .‘‘ Rich 
Men Who Flout Law.” 


New! York, March 10.—[Special.]—Charles 
G. Gates, son of John W. Gates, received a 
scathing verbal castigation from Magistrate 
Crane }of the Morrisania police station this 
morning. He was charged with violating the 
speed grdinance in his automobile. 

Law |breaking automobilists are one of 
of Magistrate Crane’s chief abominations. 
He belleves most of those who are arraigned 
before him for illegal speeding disregard the 
law intentionally, and many times he has 
censured such offenders in his court before 
holding them for trial. The presence of 
young| Gates was an opportunity which he 
promptly seized. 

Gates was arrested Friday evening at Je- 
rome avenue and One Hundred and Sixteenth 
street by Patrolman Vanderpool. Vanderpool 
testified today that Gates was driving his 
touring car at a rate of twénty-five miles an 
hour. |With him were his chauffeur, Fred 
Walsh; his partner, Arthur G. Singer, and 
Mr. and Mrs. A. Partridge of Chicago. The 
party were in a hurry to get to New Rochelle 
to dinner. Mr. Gates gave bail at the sta- 
tion and was allowed to go on. 


Gates in Cheerful Mood. 

This morning he wasina hurry to get down 
town for the opening of the stock market, 
so he persuaded the court officers to put his 
case first. He wore a blue serge suit and 
light colored spats. It was not his first ex- 
periende in that court and all the attachés 
were his friends. Gates himself was cheer- 
ful. He had dealt with Magistrate Breen on 
previous occasions, but had never encoun- 
tered Magistrate Crane before and did not 
appreciate the situation. The attachés did. 

Mr. Gates said he is 29 years old, was born 
in Illinois, is a broker by occupation, and 
lives at 667 Madison avenue. 

“What have you to say to the charge?” 
asked the magistrate. 

“Your honor,” said Mr. Gates, “I don’t 
think 4 violated the law. I had been at the 
Memorjal hospital most of the afternoon vis- 
iting a friend there, who is in a precarious 
condition, and it was late when weleft. We 
were due at dinner in New Rochelle. We 
may have been going twelve or fifteen miles 
ar hour, but not any twenty-five, as the 
officer fays.”’ 


Virtually Admits Charge. 

The légal limit at thé point where Gates 
was arrested is eight miles an hour, so Gates’ 
statement amounted to an admission of the 
charge. He seemed to suppose fifteen miles 
was the limit at that point. 

“| think I was a victim of circumstances,” 
he wert on. “An automobilist killed a 
woman near where I was arrested last night, 
and I think the policeman was a little over- 
zealous in his duty on that account. He said 
I was going twenty-five miles an hour, and 
wher! I asked him how he knew he said his 

peter recorded it. But he admitted 
that in the dark he could not see the speed- 
ometer' figures. I think his evidence is poor, 
your hénor.”’ 

Gates said all this with a smile. While he 
was talking Magistrate Crane continually 
took off and put on his glasses, tapped them 
on the desk, clasped and unclasped his hands. 
When Gates had finished; the magistrate, 
replacing his glasses, asked dryly: 

“ Is that all you have to say?” 

” Yom, "Sosp the broker. 


“Have you any defense?” pursued the 


strate, 

“That is my defétise,” said Gates. 

“That evidence is insufficient.” 

“ Mr. Gates,”’ said the magistrate, “I have 
heard of you before. You are a Wall street 
man with millions, and you think you can do 
what you please. When you men have money 
you think you can do anything. Instead, the 
men of your class should be an example to 
the community.” 

‘“*I beg your pardon,” put in Mr. Gates, 
with another smile. 

“ This is & great occasion for you to laugh,” 
said the magistrate. ‘‘ Laugh if you want to 
—now. Su.h men as you think you can doas 
you like. You can't do it here, Mr. Gates. 
I: have heard of your automobile exploits be- 
fore, Mr. Gates. You laugh atthe law. You 
fellows in Wall street are brought up to take 
chances, but if you violate the law you will 
have to suffer the consequences when you 
come before me.” 

Mr. Gates got in a word here. 

“Your honor,” he said. “I obey the law. 
I drive my own machine and am careful. I 
have driven an automobile for eight years, 
and this is the second time I have appeared 
in a police court.” 


Wealthy Not Immune Against Law. 


Magistrate Crane ignored this plea and 
went on: | 

“T read in the newspapers of young Mr. 
Gates, here, there, and everywhere. Now, 
you are before me, and Iam glad of it. The 
more money you have when you come here 
the harder I shail punish you. A rich man 
should be ah example to the community. In 
the minds of men like you money creates the 
idea that you can do what you please.” 

“I obey the law,” replied Mr. Gates, “ and 
there is no good evidence of the charge on 
which I have been arraigned.” 

“IT am passing on the evidence here,”’ said 
the magistrate. ‘‘I can’t afford an auto- 
mobile, but, Mr. Gates, my poverty is as 
good as your wealth. My children are in 
danger from your automobile. You go 
along the street, toot at the crossings, and 
if my childiten don’t get out of the way you 
run them down. Any man who steps into an 


‘automobile to drive it becomes insane for 


speed, I will hold you in $300 bail for trial.”’ 


Gates’ Partner Gives Bond. 


“Your honor,” interrupted Mr. Gates 
again, ‘‘I etand as high in this community 
as any one else, and furthermore I stand on 
my own bottom. Because I am the son of a 
successful father I should not for that reason 
be criticised.” 

Mr. Gates did not havea bondeman ready 
and he asked the clerk to ask the magistrate 
to parole him till he could get security. 
When this request was tranemitted to the 
magistrate he said: 

“You are no better than a poor man. Ifa 
poor man was held in bail here he would be 
afraid to ask for a parole. You, because you 
are rich, think you ought to have special 
privileges.” 

* But I haven't any bondsman here," said 
Mr. Gates. 

“ Perhaps I'd better go out and get one for 
you,” retorted the magistrate. 

Then he relented a little and said he would 
take any govd security Mr. Gates offered. 

“tT wang to get to the market,"” said the 
broker. %t will be lively today,°and I 
ought to be there.”’ 

Then Arthur J. Singer, Gates’ partner, ap- 
peared and gave security. He offered his 
home at 28 Zast Seventy-fourth street to se- 

cure bond, and Magistrate Crane accepted it. 
Then Mr. Gites and Mr. Singer, in their auto- 
mobiles, sterted downtown to their office. 


Deplores Notoriety of Arrest. 


While Mr, Gates was awaiting arraignment 
a reporter questioned him about his arrest. 

“©, tor God's sake,” he said, “don’t put 
anything aljowt this in the papers. When I 
was arraigned here last Christmas the story 
was printed all over the country. I received 


hundreds of! letters from automobilists and 


all kinds of cranks expressing delight at my 
arrest. All of them said they were glad I'd 
got it in the neck. They'll do it again, only 
worse, if you print this.”

Author Justifies Extermination of Those 
Who Mendce. Society. 


Des Moines, Ia., Mart h,10.—[ Special. }-a 
bill was introduced in the house this after- 
noon to permit physicians under certain war 
ditions to take human life. 

This startling measuré was introduced ‘by 
Buckingham of Buena Vista by request. 
The bill was originated by Dr. R. H. Gre- 
gory, the member from Adams county, Dr. 
Gregory has been at home for several days 
on account of sicknesst'in his family, and 
so Mr. Buckingham introduced the bill. 

The bill provides that, any person over 10 
years of age and of sound mind suffering 
extraordinary physical ‘pain, ‘and believing 
death to be unavoldabje, may summon @ 
reputable physician and express to him a 
desire for the termination of life by artificial 
means. It ig then made the duty of the phys- 
icilan to call in consultation two other phy- 
siclans and the coroner @f the county. The 
purpose of the consultation will be to decide 
if it be possible to avert the death of the 
patient. 


Bill Provides AL cniteicnds. 

If it is the unanimous agreement that the 
fliness, disease, or wound necessarily is 
fatal, and that the person suffersextreme 
pain, it is made the duty of physicians ‘to 
advise the two next of kin to the patient of 
the facts, or if such persons &re not to be 
found, then the guardiah or next friend. If, 
after being advised, they express in writing 
their approval of the desire of the patient 'to 
have life ended by artificial means, it is made 
the duty of the physicians and coronerto da- 
minister an anaesthetic until death ensues, 
The coroner is then to report with the aiM . 
davits of the physicians to the clerk of the 
courts, 
years of age, or insane, the two next’ tot 
kin or next friend or guardian of the person 
shall take the initiative, and the same i al 
cedure shall take place. 

If a child is leas than one year old and prot. 
ises to be an imbecile or helpless or hideously 
deformed through life, it is made the’dutxof 
the physician to so inform the parenta®or 
two next of kin or guardian or next friend uf 
the fact. If the parents or the et 
the case may be, expresses a dtésire that f 
child’s life be taken by artificial means, ii 
will be done as provided in the case of adults, 


Penalties Are Provided. 


If any physician or coroner fails to 
his duty as prescribed by the act he will 
be subject to a fine of $200 to $1,000 or a jail 
sentence of not less than six months or more 
than a year. If any person makes use of the 
law to willfully deprive another of life he 
shall be deemed guilty of murder.

‘New Jersey Law Is Criticized. 


“ Thus section 49 of the general corporation 
law of New Jersey (1896) provides that * Any

They have only to declare thas o 
stock issued against their purchases is 
paid. In general, secret management ana 
secret acts in important corporations have a 
perniciéus tendency, and particularly they 
tempt directors to malfeasance, and excite in 
the public mind ‘suspicions, sometimes just 
and sometimes unjust, but always injurious. 


Tricks to Evade the Law. 


‘The attention of the public has been di 
rented by several ee instances phe the 
fact that corporations ar 
ble of defeating the ws Bc of lowe intondee 
to regulate the conduct of their business and 
to secure publicity by falsifying their ac- 
counts or making nominal but not real 
shifte.of their. investments at or near the 
day when they are required to make returns 
to the state concerning their business and 
their yo rggtda Such falsifications are 

enough to destroy public contidmece in the 
honest management of the corporations 
guilty of them and te excite against corpo- 
nate ea one sam in general am extreme and 
pervasive rust. “Whoever aids a corpora- 
tion in such a falsification will suffer the 
penalties which await all revealed vioiations 
of code of business honor. 
order that publicity concerning the 
niaineent: ef corporations should prove a 
remedy for old abugeese and a protection 
against new ones there must exist a public 
sentiment against the professional and busi- 
ness men who agsist corporations in their ef- 
forts to defeat laws intended for the protec- 
tign of the publi¢, or to procure quietly mod- 
ifications of existing laws in the interest of 
corporations and against the interest of the 
public.. It is also important that a strong 
publie.gentiment should be cultivated in sup- 
port of public officials who refuse to wink at 
the evasion by corporations of statutes de- 
signed to promote the public good. 


Huge Salaries Are Harmful. 

‘A great abuse has of late years grown 
up in corporations which do a large business 
or hold and use great properties—namely: 
the exaggeration of salaries and perquisites. 
The huge single salaries of recent times over- 
pay their recipients. .For all men who Man- 
age large aff with geal and efficiency a 
simple mode of life is greatly to be cesired, 
and, indeed, is almost indispensabie to their 
continued efficiency. Even in their pleasures 
they should be simple, not elaborate. Expen- 
sive establishments are a mere hindrance to 
them, and Juxuries impair their working 
power or cut short their period of serviceable- 
ness. Huge salaries, therefore, jn corpora- 
tion service are worse than needless—they 
are positively harmful. 

To the service itself exaggerated salaries 

harm of quite another sort; they increase 
the chronic irritation between capital and 
labor. The working man who earns $2 or 
$3 a day cannot see the justice im paying the 
president of a railroad, a bank, or an in- 
surance company $300 a day, and he never 
will see it. 

“The exaggerated salaries are in them- 
selves unjust, inexpedient, and demoraliz- 
ing to all concerned. Indeed, the profes- 
sions of law and medicine already have suf- 
fered a considerable spiritual damage in con- 
sequence of the bad example which exagger- 
ated business salaries have set for profes- 
sional charges. 


Duties to the Sinsibeee: F 


“ The first duty of a corporation toward ite 
employés is to provide those external condil- 
tions which will promote health, cheerfulness, 
and vigor in the working people. What is 
nowadays called welfare work is not a benevo- 
lence or a charity; it issimple economy,com- 
mon sense, and common humanity. 

“ Secondly, every corporation should en- 
deavor to secure for ite workmen freedom 
for the play of individwal powers, and should 
keep before every competent workman the 
hope and expectation of improving his lot 
as time goes on. This means that the work- 
man should be free to work zealously; and it 
also means a scale of wages which rises with 
the age of the workman up to middie life. 

“In the next place, every corporation 
should try its best to procure for all its em- 
ployés steady employment, thereby promot- 
ing satisfactory conditions for family life, and 
securing a resident laboring population in- 
stead of a nomad population. Again, every 
corporation should study the means. of pro- 
longing the earning of wages beyond the 
period of greatest efficiency. 

** No corporation has a right to encourage 
or connive at any monopoly of the kind: of 
labor it buys, because the corporation which 
yields to such a monopoly abridges the just 
liberty. of workingmen, and Nberty is an 
indispensable condition of public and private 
happiness. It is another phase of the same 
principle, that no corporation should seek, by 
force or indirection, to establish a monopoly 
of its own. 

* The responsibility of corporations for the 
ethical training of their employés grows 
heavier and heavier in this country as cor- 
porations become larger, and an increasing 
proportion of the working people of the coun- 
try is found in the service of corporations. 

“Not long ago at a public dinner of the 

National Civic Federation, at which much 
had been said about the importance of in- 
dustrial peace, I ventured to say that our 
bueiness community certainly wanted peace 
bétween capital and labor, but that it should 
be peace with liberty. I remain of that 
opinion, believing that liberty with troubled 
peace is better for both capital and labor than 
untroubled peace without liberty. How can 
both peace and liberty be attained? There is 
» only one way—through righteousness in the 
dealings of man with man.”’

for Law Rnforoemsnt. 

“ The Chicago ‘Retail Druggists’ asocia- 
tion,”” said Charlies H. Avery, its secretary, 
last night at his store at Fifty-fifth street and 
Monroe avenue, ‘ always has stood for the 
strict enforcement of the law. against the 
sale of cocaine. The law was passed largely 
as a result 6f efforts of thé association, which 
has a membership of 800 of the beading drug- 
gists of the city. 

“ There is considerable eucaine sold, how- 
ever, in the levee districts oy unscriipulous 

ts, and the association's next effort 
will be to secure an amendment to the 
statue which will forbid the sale of eucaine 
and all other ‘ habit producing " narcotics or 
drugs, such as morphine, chloral, hydrates, 
and other products of opium. 

* The. association already has expelled a 
druggist who was found guilty of selling 
cocaine, and that action will be followed in 
every instance. The sale of the habit pro- 
ducing drugs, however, is limited almost en- 
tirely to druggists in the levee or contiguous 
districts. The users of the drug in the main 
are levee characters, 

‘At a meeting of the State Association of 
Druggists at Peorla in June legislation 
throwing strict regulations around the sale 
of narcotics will be recommended, and I have 
no doubt the next general assembly will pass 
bet stricter law at the instance of the drug- 

ts.”’ 


Oppose Increase in License. 

Mr. Avery said that the druggists were op- 
posed unanimously to any increase of the 
license fee for the sale of liquor. It had been 
proposed to raise the annual license fee from 
$5 to $250 a year. 

“No one expects that provision to become 
a law,’ said Mr. Avery. '*' It would at once 
result in two-thirds of the druggists abandon- 
ing the sale of liquor and the effect ‘would be 
that the other third would simply be ‘ blind 
pigs.’ Every soda water fountain would bea 
bar, where the druggist hada license. What 
the association wants is an ordinance that 
will forbid the issuitiig of saloon licenses to 
downtown druggists and also forbid the dis- 
play of liquor in windows. Now that the 
saloons have had their license fee raised they 
ought to sell all the liquor except the small 
amount that is used for prescriptions.” 


State Board Pushing the Crusade. 

Dr. Wilhelm Bodemann, a member of the 
state board of pharmacy, who has a drug 
store at Lake avenue and@ Fiftieth street, 
called attention last night to his report as 
president of the board in 1908. In that re- 
port Dr. Bodemann said: 

**In the cocaine crusade I am proud of my 
state; on the one side, the avalanche of de- 
cent pharmacists who want the curse 
stamped out and support the board loyally and 
enthusiastically in every step taken in that 
direction; on the other side are a few paltry, 
greedy, greasy criminals, who have no sense 
of honor, decency, or civic pride, who would 
as soon sell a member of their own family 
into slavery as to loge a nickel. In my judiz- 
ment the most important work done by the 
board has been the crusade againet filegal 
venders of cocaine. Dlinols can be proud of 
being one of the first states to check the 
danger in its incipient stages.” | 

Dr. Bodemann said it had become necessary 
to include all narcotics in the prohibitory 
law, ‘the only exception being when they 
were regularly prescribed. 


Need Broader Law. 

“The law,” he said, “ ought to be broad 
enough to enable the prosecution of dealers 
selling catarrhal remedies containing cocaine. 
Some of these dealers have sworn that they 
did not sell the drugs. An appeal should be 
made to the jobbers to show their books in 
disputed cases. The proposed law will be 
adopted by the state convention, and I be- 
lieve it will pass the legisiature. It will stop 
the sale of eucaine, which now can: be ob- 
tained with Httletrouble. The great majority 
of Chicago druggists are just as earnest as 
Tue TRIBUNE in their effort to stop the 
iliegal sale of narcotics,”’ 


PARDONS AN ALLEGED VAGRANT. 


Mayor Releases Boy Arrested for Being 
Seen in Oompany of a 
Hoodlum. 


Because a boy, 17 years old, who does not 
live at home and does not work was arrested 
by the police of the Thirty-fifth street ata- 
tion when he was found with a well known 
hoodlum, Mayor Dunne issted a pardon for 
the prisoner yesterday. The prisoner is 
Michael Tyrrell and he was fined $85 by Jus- 
tice Richardson for disorderly conduct. 

The petition for his releage was made hy 
Ald. Dailey, who said that while he did not 
know the boy, Tyrrell’s friends had recom- 
mended the pardon. 

“ This is just an illustration of the kind 
of pardons which I am criticised for grant- 
ing,’ remarked the mayor when he read the 
petition. “‘ Here is a man who was arrested 
for no other offense than that he was walk- 
ing. with another man, whose reputation is 
Dad, at 8:80 o'clock at night.

WORO 1088 REACHES 900 


THREE HUNDRED WOUNDED IN 
ADDITION TO 600 SLAIN. ‘ 


Later Details of the Battle on Island 
of Jolo Show That Fighting Con- 
tinued for Four Days—Many Native 
Women and Children Found Among 
Dead in Crater—Sultan Gratified by 
Extermination oi Band of Bandits 
He Was Unable to Control. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
MANILA, March 10.—Further details of the 
battle at Mount-Dajo on the island of Jolo 
are coming in slowly. It is now stated that in 
addition to the 600 Moros killed, 300 others 
were wounded. This indicates that the first 
report to the effect that every Moro was killed 
was incorrect. 

The attack began on March 5, instead of 
March 6, ae first reported, and there were 


| four days of hard fighting. 


The skirmishing began in the brush at th 

base of the volcano. Col. Duncan formed his 
troops into three columns and chased the 
Moros up the mountain, discarding the 
trails. The advance met with a temporary 
check on the upper lava ledges, which are 
heavily wooded. 

Col, Duncan then deployed with six troops 
of the Fourth cavalry, dismounted, eight 
companies of the Sixth infantry, the naval 
detachment, and the constabulary. Then 
followed half a day of fighting under the 
scorching sun, the Moros, however; enjoying 
the shelter of their semi-invisible fortifica- 


tions. 
Fight on Mountain Side. 


Gradually a few squade pierced the Moro 
lines, flanked their trenches, and forced thern 
up the mountain. Then a mountain battery 
was hauled by hand, amid the rain of rocks 
and sharp pleces of lava with which the 
Moros peppered the narrow tralls. 

The Moros finally fled from the lip of the 
summit into the broad crater, which formed 
a trap for them. It was half covered with 
trees and formed a magnificent. battlefield. 
The American troops overwhelmed the 
Moros, drawing in upon them in a con- 
stantly decreasing circle, killing all who at- 
tempted to break through and escape, and 
finally annihilating the fanatical remnant. 

It is estimated that 150 guns, besides other 
weapons, such as bolos and spears, were cap- 
tured. All the wounded are doing well. 

The sultan is highly gratified at the exter- 
mination of the gang, which he had found 
himself unable to control. 

Constabulary detachments are now en- 
gaged in the mountains of northern Luzon 
rounding up the bands of savages and head 
hunters who are on the warpath.

After a long con- 
ference with Mr. Rockefeller’s secretary he 
was- given to understand that money to pro- 
mote the movement in large.cities would be 
forthcoming should Mr. Rockefeller become 
convinced the work was practical.

Prof. Howard Evart Weed of Chicago was 
arrested here today becatuse neither the resi- 
dents nor police are versed in thp habits of 
a landscape gardener and entomologist. 

Weed was brought here at the city’s ex- 
pense to assist in laying out new park im- 
provements. After visiting the outiying dis- 
tricts he went to McCamly park en Main 
street and began digging with a shovel to 
test the soil.

Lucius Rapp, Arrested in Cambridge, 
Mass., Says He Escaped from Jail 
Here Five Years Ago. 


Mass., March 10.—([Special. ]—The

yesterday on a charge of defrauding Harvard 
students and entering dormitory rooms de- 
clared today his name is Lucius Rapp and 
seid he is the son of a prominent Chicago 
man. By theft, loans, and worthless checks 
he is said to have secured $4,000. He admit- 
ted having worked the same game at Yale, 
where the losses to studente foot up $6,000. 

Rapp says he was indicted in Chicago in 
1901 on a charge of obtaining money under 
false pretences and sentenced to one year’s 
imprisonment. He had been in prison only 
about two weeks when he escaped. 

The young man has every appearance of 
being a student, both in manner and dress, 
and by his excellent address was able to play 
upon the sympathies of college men with 
skillfully prepared tales of sudden or tem- 
porary misfortune.

“There are 1,100 patrol boxes in the po- 
lice system,” he said, “and I am advised 
that their equipment with the proposed 
gongs will cost $86,000. I shall lay the 
details before the finance committee at 
once, and hope that the appropriation will 


pass, 
Gives Outlines of System. 


“The system is a simple one and ef- 
fective. Suppose there is a burglary at 
500 North Clark street and some one, fum-~- 
bling to the fact, telephones the police sta- 
tion. What is to be done? Now the police 
station. would have to send iia squad of 
men to the scene, losing all the time re- 
quired for them to reach the place. 

“With this system established, the op- 
erator at the station would press a series 
of buttons and the gongs at ten or eleven 
patrol boxes in the vicinity of the call 
would begin to ring. ©The policeman on 
his beat would hear it, call up the station 
and get his orders. Such a device would 
have been of great assistance in the Con- 
stantine case, although that district had 
only three men traveling beats at that 
time. The gongs would not be exposed so 
that Tom, Dick or Harry could set them 
ringing. 4 

“The public may be glad to hear,” he 
went on, “that the public telephones are 
being reinstalled rapidly fn all the police 
stations. That will help things vastly. 
Furthermore, the Town Hall station, Sum- 
merdale, and Rogers Park, are being 
equipped with patrol boxes and wagons.” 


Districts to Govern “‘Beats.”’ 


“When you get your 1,165 additional 
men, what will be the average territory 
one man will have to cover?” he was 
asked. 

“Averages do not tell much,” he replied. 
“Out in the sparsely settled territory we 
shall cut the post down one third. Did 
you ever see that patrolman in Hege- 
wisch? Well, you ought to. That man’s 
beat is. one mile long and one-half mile 
wide. There used to be a man in Rogers 
Park who had a similar strip, but it has 
been shortened. 

“All those beats, of course, will be abol- 
ished. No police officer will have a ter- 
ritory more’ than five blocks long by one 
block wide, including the alleys. The av-~- 
erage. will be down to two blocks by one, 
or three blocks by one, depending on the 
neighborhood,” : 

The chief sent word to the civil service 
commission in the afternoon asking them to 
add an inch to the physical test required of 
the new men. He wants the height put up 
from 5 feet 7 to Sfeet 8. About 1,500 out of 
9.600 candidates are expected to pass the 
physical test and 900 the mental. 

He also said that he expected to consult 
with Mayor Dunne, Assistant Chief Schuet- 
tler, and the inspectors about the best way 
to give the policemen “‘ a week with a Sunday 
in it.” At present the force is putting in the 
equivalent of seven days a week.

Edward Ps Morgan, : 
As John Storm in “The Christian.” 


New York, March 10.—[Special.]|—Edward 
J. Morgan,'a prominent. actor, died suddenly 
today at the Hotel Belleclaire, Seventy 
seventh street and Broadway. Dr. Kenneth 
McAlpine, Who attended the actor, reportec 
the case to the coroner’s office because n¢ 
had not been attended by a physician at the 
time of his feath. The manager of the hotel 
said Morgan died of heart failure. 

Edward J, Morgan’s last appearance on the 
stage was in ‘“ The Prodigal Son," Hall 
Caine’s pl : which had a brief run here at 


the beginning of the present theatrical sea- 
gon. Shortly after this play was shelved he 
became ill, | His friends foind him wandering 
eround in such a plight they thought it best 
to send him to a sanitarium. He staid there 
a few weeks, then went to Chicago, where 
Helen Bertzam, his present wite, was playing 
In “‘ The Giagerbread Man.” His managers, 
Liebler & Co., thought he was still there until 
today, when they were informed of his death, 

Mr. Morgan played the rdle of John Storm 
in “‘ The Christian,” another of Hall Caine’s 
plays, on its production in this country. and 
the title réle in ‘‘ Ben Hur.”’ In other notabie 
productions at the Lyceum, the Empire, and 
other leading houses he was in r6les requir- 
ing strength, dignity, and intelligence. —— 

His first wife was Adelaide Cushman, grand 
niece of Charlotte Cushman, from whom he 
was divorced in Chicago in June, 1901. For 
some time thereafter the troubles of the two 
continued to appear in the courts. A year 
later Morgan appealed to the Superior court 
of Cook county, Ill., for protection from his 
young wife, to whom he was paying alimony 
of $256a week. "He cnarged.that his wife fol: 
lowed him about in New York, threatened 
him, and abused him before his friends in 
many ways, and interfered with his private 
life and business affairs. 

In 1908 Morgan was married to Helen Ber- 
tram, a comic opera singer, who already had 
had two husbands. Her first husband was 
Sig. Tomassi, the musical director, who ob- 
tained a divorce and committed suicide. Her 
second husband, E. J. Henley, lost his power 
of speech after a short married life witn 
Miss Bertram, and then became partly biind. 


Wife Faints on Hearing News. 


Galesburg, Ill., March 10.—Helen Bertram, 
leading woman of “* The Gingerbread Man ”’ 
company, which is playing here, fainted at 
the telephone today in her ote) when in- 
formed of the death of her husband, Edward 
J. Morgan, the actor. She remained uncon-

DEATH OF EUGENE RICHTER. 


Was Prince Bismarck’s Famous Oppo- 
nent and Radical Leader in Reichs- 
tag Since Its Foundation. 


BERLIN, March 10.—Eugene Richter, radi- 
cal leader in the reichstag since its founda- 
tion, and the famous opponent of Prince Bis- 
marck, died this morning of heart disease at 
the age of 65. 

He was the last notable parliamentary- 
journalistic figure of the formative period of 
the empire. As the leader of one of the 
free-minded or radical parties he once 
numbered Professors Virchow and Momni- 
sen among his HNeutenants, but owing to 
the drift of political opinion and the 
growth of socialism the party sank from 
a million votes and sixty-seven seats in 
the reichstag in 1885 to twenty-one seats. 

He was Prince Bismarck’s passionate 
opponent. The great chancellor felt so 
sensitively Herr Richter’s attacks on him 
in the reichstag that he wanted to fight a 
duel with his tormentor, and finally the 
@hancellor always left the house when 
Richter rose to speak. z

When Mrs. Ludwig Zavadil moved to Chi- 
cago from Milwaukee, bringing with her her 
three children, phe knew nothing of the feud 
existing at the Bchool, The children. learned 
of.it within @/) short time, however, whert 
they found tha€ the fact.that they lived east 
of Johnson street had resulted in their classi- 
fication as “‘Ifishers”’ Stanley, for some 
reason, was made the butt of much of the 
abuse of the other faction and was chased 
into his home many times. 

The feud broke out anew on the “ last day 

fore the Christmas holidays 

Olver fight took place between 

some of the thembers of the rival factions 

and Stanley Zavadil and Joseph Fisher, 74 

Weat Nineteenth ‘street, were driven totheir 
homes at the peint of revolvers. 

Later Fisher @nd Zavadil, the like scores of 
other boys at the school, armed themselves 
with revolvers/'to defend themselves from 
the attacks of members of the various gangs, 
who seem to cafry matters with a high hand 
at the school. They were arrested on Jan. 6. 
/ Both of the boys told Justice Chott that 
they were compelled to carry the weapons 
to defend thexjselves when the case was 
ealled for hearing and the magistrate or- 
dered that an investigation be made. 

Principal Samuel B. Allison admitted that 
many of the boys at the school carried re- 
volvers, but he said that as he was unable to 
catch any of the boys with weapons in their 
possession he could do nothing. 

The trouble at the school did not stop, 
however, as the two boys were attacked even 
more than before. Stanley Zavadil told his 
mother several times that he was afraid to 
go to school and she asked Supt. Cooley to 
transfer the child to another school, as he 
was afraid to attend the Walsh school regu- 


larly. 
Transfer Refused for Boy. 


Supt. Cooley conferred with Principal Alll- 
son, but the school principal told him there 
was no need for fear and the tranefer was 
refused, Then |the frightened mother de- 
cided to move away. Mrs. Zavadil said that 
she was away searching for a new place to 
live when the boy. was killed, 

* Stanley waen't like the other boye that 
live in. the Ghetto,” she said: ‘He came 
heme after school and amused his sister and 
carved theese things. I was afraid. some- 
thing would happen to him when he confin- 
ually complained of the threats that the 
boys made to him and to think that if I had 
only moved a day before he would have 
been living now,’’ 

The child had left his home early on the 
afternoon that he was shot, telling his 
mother that he was,going to get some corn 
for the pigeons that he kept. on the back 
porch. He did not return, and after many 
hours of search Mrs. Zavadil found him, 
mortally wounded, on a cot at the county 
hospital, 

‘‘I knew that they had got him and poor 
Stanley knew that he was going to die,”’ 
said Mre. Zavadil. “I took his hand and 
asked him how it happened. ‘The boys got 
mé& They said “ Now, then,” when they 
did’ {t.. That was all he could say and he 


died,”’ 
Death Is Held Accidental. 

Like all troubles which occur in the Ghetto 
the police had cansiaerable difficulty securing 
any evidence as to the real cause of the shoot- 
ing. Arthur Heler, 206 Newberry street, was 
arrested charged with the shooting. When 
the inquest was held at the county hospital 
a few days later he admitted that he had held 
the weapon that resulted in Zavadil’s death, 
but said that it was discharged accidentally. 
Several boys who live in the neighborhood 
testified that such was the fact, and a ver- 
diet of ** accidental shooting "’ was returned. 


Collins to Investigate Case. 

Coroner Hoffman sent a letter to Chief of 
Police Collins in the afternoon, telling of the 
free use’of revolvers and the situation at the 
school, asking that detectives be detailed at 
the school to “fan” the pupils and take 
weapons from them, also recommending thut 
the persons who sell weapons to the children 
be prosecuted. Chief Collins said in the even- 
ing that he would take up the investigation 
of young Zavadil’s death at once.

- How Employes Were Paid. 

“The manner of paying the employés of 
this and kindred offices has been a question 
between the clerks of the courts and. the 
eounty board. Section 31 of the fees and 
salaries act prescribes that the clerk il 
keep an account of all expenditures. by 
him on account of clerk hire, etc.. The ac- 
counts shall be open to inspection by the 
board of commissioners.

I permitted three 
mén only to receive and receipt for money 
and I required every clerk in the office to 
give a bond. 


Explains Filing Fees Tangle. 


* “The committee says that filing fees 


amounting to $220 were collected by me in 
twenty-two ‘pauper cases’ and not ac- 
counted for. On the files, tn five cases, is 
‘paid’ stamped with a rubber stamp. On 
the files, in one case is a facsimile rubber 
stamp signature ‘Charies W. Vail.” In 
twelve cases appears my signature in ink, 
written in different styles and not by me. 
In one case the files and wrapper are missing, 
but the attorney in that case claims the fee 
was paid. Such is the evidence that the 
above amount ($220) was paid. ‘ihe public 
has the right of access to all the files in this 
office. They are handled almost daily by 
lawyers, litigants, abstract men, and others 
The men in charge of them have been in their 
positions for many years. I have discovered 
the facts regarding $20 of this amount... I 
wilf persevere in an effort to ascertain the 
facts regarding the sum of $170, which has 
never been collected b¥ me or by anybody 
for me. The balance of §30 was and is in 
thie office to the county's credit. The com- 
mittee knew it, but neglected to recite the 
fact in its report. 1 abolished the promis- 
cuous use of rubber stamps. I had stamps 
made with the word ‘ paid,” the date of pay- 
ment, the clerk's name, and a blank line for 
the name of the deputy, so that the receipt 
en the files can be traced to the particular 
clerk using the stamp. 


Clerks Had Access to Seal. 


“The seal gives value to the official docu- 
ment issued by this office. Prior to Sept. 1, 
1005, all clerks in. the office had access to it. 
Even lawyers not connected with the office 
have been known to.use it. When we moved 
tO our present quarters I ordered a wire 
cage. similar to those used in Danks, and 
the seal is now kept by the filing clerk and 
cashier and hls assistant in this cage. At 
right it is locked in the vault. 

“T found a loose system for the payment 
of jury warrants. In October, 1005, I con- 
ferred with Mr. Brundage. president of the 
eceunty board, and got his permission to 
print new blanks. I have instituted a sys- 
tem which, I believe, will safeguard this 
department and prevent tampering with jury 
warrants. 


Other Alleged Discrepancies. 


“It is said by the investigating committee 
that documents filled in the Appellate court 
show the payment to my office of $214.50, 
which sum is not accounted for in my cash 
book. Of this amount $2.50 should be ac- 
counted for my my predecessor in office: the 
sum of $8 ts for a record made in the Circuit 
court @nd is a matter with which this office 
has never been connected: the sum of 86 is 
for @ case which does not exist: the sum of 
$4 is for duplicate charges; the sum of $15.50 
is for records, never ordered from this office; 
the balance of $178.50 was paid to me, and my 
cash book shows it was paid, the amounts 
being credited to their respective cases. 

“The auditing committee could not find 
these amounts.in the cash book, because the 
eonrmittee had incorrect general numbers 
and incorrect titles to cases. For example, in 
People ex. rel. ve. Wood andChristian hospital, 
general number 230,311, on March 6, 1905, the 
cash book shows the payment of $10 for a 
certificate. Wood appealed. In the Appellate 
court the title of the case is Wood vs. People. 
The files showed the payment of $10 to me. 
The committee could not find the case of 
Wood vs. People in my court, because its 
title here was People ex rel. vs. Wood and 
Christian hospital. The committee says there 
is a shortage of $5 in Standish vs. Musgrave, 
general number 211,771. There is no case of 
that title in my court. In that number, 
211,771, Hamilton vs. Dewar, there are pay- 
ments aggregating $4.50. 

“ The apparent diecrepancies as shown in 
the committee's report could all have been 
accounted for satisfactorily to the public 
and to the committee if the committee’s 
report had been submitted to me and I nad 
been given time and opportunity before the 
report was published to show the actual! 
facts as demonstrated by the records and 
files in my office.”’

The South Shore Country club, which con- 
templates buliding the best equipped country 
clubhouse in America, has acquired by lease 
and purchase eighty acres immediately to 
the south of Jackson Park, between Sixty- 
seventh and Seventieth streets, with a lake 
frontage of three-fourths of a mile.

‘Great Scot in England. 

Great Scot, a thoroughbred horse with 
some pretensions. to class. in India and Aus- 
tralla, tn both <of which -ceuntries he has 
raced with.success, has arrived-in England, 
where a number of engagements have been 
made for him this season, the most notable 
being the Ascot gold cup. 

In Australia, where Great Scot was bred, 
he. raced’ hard, but, although esteemed a 
useful sort of nag in minor handicaps and 
weight for age races, he was by no means 
near the top. In India he won the Viceroy's 
cup in 1003’ and 1904, running second for the 
trophy in 1905.

One subject the college man takes with 
absolute and final earnestness, risking limb 
and even life for it-athletics. No joy is 
greater for the moment than victory, no 
sorrow than defeat.

| people is superior thereto, and in the caaans 
provinces, and especially in the south, men of 
five feet nine inches and five feet ten inches 
are quite common, while six footers are by no 
means rare, 

Thus my} old friend, Field Marshal Sargo 
Yozimichi, whom many will recall, as presi- 
dent of the Japanese commission at the Cen- 
tennial exhibition of Philadelphia In 1876, was 
but a little under six feet, while his brother, 
Saigo Kichinosuke, the leader of the Sat- 
suma rebellion, was a couple of inches taller, 
and a most imposing looktng man. Count 
Okubo, too, Who was assassinated while ful- 
filling thé duties of minister of the interior, 
was over six feet tall. 


Student Class Low in Stature. 

Among the student class, however, from 
which Japanese officialdom is now almost en- 
tirely. recruited, abbreviated stature is fre- 
quent. This is largely owing to the fact that 
inadequate attention has heen given to bodily 
exercises, the physique having been sacrificed 
to the development of the mind, and intel- 
lectual attainments regarded as the principal 
title to’ government employment and to pro- 
motion. But in the case of the earlier genera- 
tions, when the nobles and samurai, who 
constituted the governing classes by right of 
birth and had no incentive to study, devoted- 
all their'time to bodily exercises, the officials 
were a much taller and finer looking lot of 
men. In faet,“most of the elder statesmen in 
Japan—those, in a word, who date from the 
days prior to the revolution of 1867—ure far 
superior in sige to the ministers and principal 
dignitaries of the present era. 


Tallness Is Highly Prized. 

In no country of the world is full stature 
more highly prised by the people than in 
Japan. Stunted growth is considered in the 
light of a misfortune, and to such an extent 
does this sentiment prevail that the most 
extraordinary precautions are adopted to 
avert everything of fll omen that, according 
to popular superstition might interfere with 
growth. Thus, children are strictly pro- 
hibited from measuring their height, lest by 
so doing they should prevent themselves 
from ever becoming any taller: Neither are 
they allowed to carry any basket or bundle 
on their heads, and boys are even debarred 
from amusing themselves by means of such 
ib ixde > as balancing balis, sticks, swords, or, 
in fact, anything at all on their heads. 

Under the circumstances, and in view of 
the importance which the Japanese attach 
to stature, it is surprising that in adopting so 
many of the western methods of the educat- 
ing and the training of the mind they should 
have neglected the development of the 
physique of the scholastic youth, There is 
no. doubt that*if more attention were de- 
voted to gymnastics at the various schools 
and colleges, and the youngsters compelled 
to undergo a course of calisthenic training, it 
would contribute more to the growth of the 
stature of the rising generations of the peo- 
ple ‘of Japan than all the chairs in Christen- 


dom, ; 
Use of Chairs as Remedy. 

For it is by the use of chairs that Baron 
Takaki proposes to increase the height of his 
country men. He takes the ground that the 
cases of abbreviated stature among them re- 
sult from abnormal shortness of the legs 
and that this arises from the Japanese cus- 
tom of sitting on the heels. He argues that 
in the instances of stunted stature among | 
the Japanese the trunk of the body is alto- 


ccmpared to the extremities, and by way of | 


relates that all of his sons are six footers, a 
circumstance which he ascribes to the fact 
that he never allowed them in their childhood 
and boyhood to squat on their heels, but In- 
| sisted upon their sitting upon high chairs— 
i upon chairs, indeed, so high that their feet 
could not touch the ground, 


on their heels, as in Japan, the standard of 
height is much greater. Indeed, China fur- 
) nishes the tallest and largest men of the en- 
tire orient, the average stature being: su- 
perior in’ the Celestial empire to that in 
this country. Still another plea which he 
might have put forward in support of his 
contention is the fact that today the Jin- 
rikisha men, who are accustomed to run 
thirty, forty, and even fifty miles a day 
[their powers of endurance In this respect 
being something phenomenal], and who, 
therefore, develop the muscles of their legs 
by keeping them in constant use instead of 
subjecting them to @ species of atrophy by 
the practice of squatting, not merely for 
hours, but for days together on the heels, 
furnish today the best physical specimens 
of manhood in the land of the rising sun.

LONDON, March 10.—Waldorf Astor, 
whose engagement to Mrs. Nannie Lang- 
horne caused great surprise to the friends of 
both, left for the continent yesterday. There 
is considerable speculation regarding the at- 
titude of young Astor’s fattrer. 

It .s noteworthy that his newspaper, the 
Pall Mall Gazette, does not announce the en- 
gagement as It did in the case of Capt.Spen- 
der Clay and Miss Pauline Astor. This fact, 
taken im connection with current reports, is 
regarded as indicating that he does not ap- 
prove of it. 

The date and place of the marriage have 
not been learned. If it takes place in the 
diocese of London it probably will lead to 
another .conflict similar to that which fol- 
lowed the marriage of W. K. Vanderbilt and 
Mrs. Rutherford. The aversion of the bishop 
of London to the remafriage of divorced per- 
sons is notorious and is widely shared by the 
clergy of the united king@om. They have 
legal discretionary power to refuse to sol- 
emnize the marriage of such a person, but 
they cannot prevent the use of their churches 
for the marriage ceremmony. This, however, 
applies to those divorced by English courts.

He, in turn, Was succeeded in 1851 by his 
son, George, the father of the present duke 
of Cumberland, and this king it wae who was 
e0 ill advised as to throw in his lot with 
Austria against Prussia in the short but de- 
cisive War of 1866. 

As every one knows, Austria was badly 
beaten, and King George of Hanover, de- 
throned and hie country taken possession of 
by Prussia, was forced to take refuge across 
the Austrian border. 

Here he was joined ater on by his son, 
who had fought with the Austrian forces, 
and who now was appointed to a colonelcy in 
the army of Brancis Joseph. When his 
father died, in 1878, the duke notified the

The tunnel question ought to interest a 
majority of the residents of the north and 
west divisions. If the city government 
should wake up from its lethargy about 
four weeks hence and comply with the order 
of the war department there would be an 
immediate commotion among the north and 
west siders who use the cable lines. There 
would be no provision for getting them into 
or out of the business district. They could 
not storm at the traction company, for it 
would have had no opportunity to make the 
necessary arrangements for their accommo-* 
dation.

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NAVAL EXPENDITURES. 

It is true, as Secretary Bonaparte Says, 
that if the people of the United States 
wish their navy to be what it’ should be 
they must be willing to spend no K°tle 
money.

President Roosevelt's plan, which is the 
one advocated by the secretary, is to keep 
the number of units of the navy substan- 
tially the same as now.

Basel up R. C,” 

Contrasted with the elaborateness of the 
stage directions of Ibsen these directions 
from “‘ Esmeralda ” are like shorthand. To 
be sure, an excess of elaboration is as bad 
in the other direction, because it fatigues 
the reader's attention to try to hold it 
mind a.multitude of details. many of 
which he knows, are not essential. It is 
easy also.to fall imto absurdities . like 
D’Annunzio’s direction, “ She smiles, and 
lo! her smile arrests time and abolishes 
the world.” 

Another defect is that plays are often 
written with a particular star in view, and 
the author, who knows approximately 
what action the star will add to the word 
does not indicate i in his writing, we 
though the action may take the place of 
words and be the important feature of the 
moment. One cause of the beauty of thé 
Greek ‘plays as literature: was that the 
authors knew that the habit of wearing 
masks and the other usages of the stage 
made it necessary to put all the dramati¢ 
power into the words and leave a mini- 
mum of effect to the actor. ‘“ Qdipus 
Rex” presented by Mounet-Sully or Sal-+ 
vini is a thrilling sight, but it is just as 
impressive when read. Few modern plays 
would stand the test.

How to Write Whe Check 


MONG the casual patrons of the aver- 
age bank there is a superstition that 
in presenting a check at a teller’s 
window the amount of the check shall 
be determined by the amount spelled 

out In the body of the check, without regard 
to the figures written at top or bottom of the 
slip. 

Nothing could be further from the facts as 
they are accepted at the bank window. Asa 
matter of fact, when a check made out In this 
erroneous Way comes to a teller’s window he 
is most likely to refuse to pay either amount. 
There is no law, written or unwritten, to 
justify the paying of the amount spelled out 
in the body of the check, regardless of the 
group of figures on its face. This figure 
group is designed merely to check and justify 
the written amount, but if there is a discrep- 
ancy between the two amounts there is noth- 
ing to Indicate that it is not the written 
amount that is wrong and the figure group 
that is right, 
; * » 


Duty to Protect Depositor. | 

Under such circumstances the chief duty 
of the teller is to protect the depositer who 
has drawn the check on his bank. THe per- 
£s0n who presents the check for payment 
manifestly has been a party to the mistake 
in not having read over the check carefully 
before receiving it. If the payee is unknown 
to the teller and if the discrepancy is at all 
material, the teller turns the check back 
with the advice that the payee look up the 
drawer and have the error corrected. 

In many cases of discrepancy between the 
two amounts on the face of a check the 
sum involved is the fractional part of the 
dollar at the end of the chief figures. This 
comes about through the drawer’s concern 
over the main figures in the check. He is 
likely to write the amount in letters on the 
center line of the body of the check, affixing 
the fractional part of the dollar in the form 
of 100th parts of that unit. In writing tne 
checking group in figures at the upper or 
lower corner of the slip, his chief concern 
is with the dollars and in his care he is likely 
to overlook the odd cents first entered on the 
face of the paper. Or if he attempts to write 
the figures ‘' 74°’ cents in repetition, it is 
likely that they may be transposed to * 47 
cents in the operation. 

How to write this check in order that it 
may not be tampered with and “ raised ” is 
something that has held the attentions and 
invited the inventive talents of many people, 
in and out of business. Even when the best 
of the chemical papers are used in the blank 
check the drawer of the paper may have _ 
the slightest protection from “ raising ”’ 
the hands of an expert. The manner ia 
which the written and figure amounts on the 
face of the check are placed makes the ma- 
terial alteration of the amount easy beyond 
question. 


3 . 
Round Hand Easy to Change. 

For instance, the man who writes witha 
free, flowing, rounded hand and leaves roomy 
spaces everywhere betweén words and fig- 
ures becomes an easy mark for the expert. 
This man is called upon to draw his check 
for $4, even. He takes his check book and 
in the dollar line writes the word “ four ”’ in 
his rounded hand, simply filling the rest of 
the lined space with the plain Sourish of his 
pen. Then in the upper corner of the check 


he writes the attesting figure $4, with a dash

made payable “ to bearer ’’ may be a poteq- 
tial menace in a slow course through a dozen 
hands. While a bank may require the holder 
of a “ bearer’ check to indorse his name 
upon the back, that indorsement means 
nothing to him. The check is payable to the 
bearer and the teller must pay it if it appears 
all right and he is certain of thesignature at 
the bottom, ; 

For the average man who may write his 
checks at a desk, and who may be willing to 
observe some system in the writing, perhaps 
the safest and cheapest protection for his 
paper is to repeat in red ink figures the 
amount for which the check is drawn, plac- 
ing those figures on the signature line at the 
bottom in such a manner that the black ink 
signature will be woven through the red ink 
group. Virtually there is no way of getting 
around this form of duplicated amount. The 
red Migures show plainly through the signa- 
ture and cannot be changed without affect- 
ing the form and character of the signature 
itself. To affect a signature in this way is 
call attention to the fraud instantly. A 
in may make a shaky mismove of the pen 
mewhere in the body of the check, and if 
als not too prominent a teller may take a 
ance and pass it; but he will shy at a sig- 
nature which isn’t what it ought to be—that 
subtle sixth sense of the old teller prompts 
irm to it before he knows why.

NE of the greatest mistakes that a 
worker makes is to “ tell the boss 
what he thinks of him" when he re- 
signs his position.

A superintendent is an important man tn 
@ retail store, and his duties are not to be 


defined readily. He in a general way looks 


after the general management of the store. 
He is responsible for the fromt of the busi- 
hess, such as the appearance of the sales- 
rooms; he is over the floorwalkers, bundle 
and cash boys. In some places he is respor- 
sible for the detatis of Geliveries, bit fn 
others this work is given over to the superin- 
tendent of deliveries, 

One superintendent explains his duties in 
the following words: ‘“ My tasks are almost 
as varied as the articles we sell. I begin my 
day walking through the store, visiting the 
sSalesroom tO See if the janitors and scrub- 
women have set everything aright. An im- 
portant point Is to see that the stock is taken 
out and arranged properly by the clerks 
I next go about and see that our customars 
receive all the attention they need. It often 
happens that the head of a section is away 
buying at a busy season of the year, and then 
the floorwalkers and I assist customers in 
finding what they are looking for. I havean 
assistant to look after the shippers, packers, 
barn men, and drivers.” 

Although the superintendent does not have 
to Judge goods, he must know men and how 
to handle them successfully. Much of tie 
organization is left in his charge.

Head Accountant Busiest:Man. 

The head of the accounting department ie 
the busiest man in @ store. He has a daily, 
weekly, and monthly report to make out. 
He devises. the accounting and recording 
methods used by the house, though he Is 
usually given the assistance of a credit mah, 
one or more bookkeepers, and a cashier. He 
looks after the banking and crediting, besides 
opening up new accounts, and sees that bills 
are sent out and collected. 

No position commands greater responsibi{}- 
ity or is harder to fill with satisfaction than 
that of the advertising manager. His duty 
is to bring the merchandise of the house 
to the notice of the public‘in a forceful, 
truthful, and attractive way. For this pur- 
pose he makes use of newspapers, circular 
letters, and hand bills. He not only writes 
or at least suggests the writing of adver- 
tisements and circular letters announcing 
openings, but makes or plans designs for 
yearly calendars and for the window trim- 
<P and drapers in working out their dis- 

. 

These are only a few of the facts, but they 

prove that the efficiency of a house depends 


on the personality of its employers, which is . 


only another term for organization; that a 
successful house is built on ideals, not iron- 
clad rules.

Thtie are, however, quite a number 
of daily pajers published in Tokio and Osaka 
which boat! of dally issues running well into 
six figures, The journal with the best circu- 
lation in Jii dan is the Osaka Mainichi, which 
sells to thi’ extent of 220,000 copies a day. 
The Asahi. published in the same town, has

In Tokio: he newspapér most widely read 
is the Hocti Shimbun (the Bulletin News), 
which sells 200,000 copies daily, The Hochi 
is the greg opposition journal, the organ of 
Count Okuiag, ex-premier, and the most in- 
fiuential of ihe elder stafesmen. . Then there 
ie the Jiji Si impo, the Nich! Nichi, the Koku- 
min, and t} e Asahi of Tokio, all with cireu- 
ls tions of b tween 50,000 and 180,000. 

The daily néwspapere of Japan are much 
cheaper thi 1 those of América. Most sub- 
scribers pes; for their favorite newspaper 
monthiy ard their subscriptions work out 
in some ca: ss at a fraction under a haifa 
cent a day, ndin none at more than a penny 
a day.

Teeth Now Made in Factories. 

In other days every dentist made his own 
teeth in a little laboratery attached to his 
office. Now they are made in gigantic fac- 
tories, where hundreds of hands are em- 
ployed. The labor is of the most skilled 
order and the fine hand of lovely woman is 
employed with satisfaction fh shaping anc 
finishing them. 

In one of the big factories the writer was 
shown a capacious fireproof room in which 
were kept the molds of hundreds of different 
kinde of, teeth. Should there be a call for 
teeth of a particular pattern supptied by the 
factory years ago the moldcould bé gotten in 
a few minutes and the order filled with much 
greater celerity than if a new style were 
required. 

When new teeth are ardered—and there are 
fashions in teeth, it seems—it is just neces- 
sary to make a mold. The greatest care is 
taken by hand workers in the preparation 
of these molds, which must be shaped ani 
seciet. shan ec 4 utmost preaioe in order. that 
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with a soft composition and the cover put 
on to press it into Jo cna the mold. 


Natare of Chnmunieion Trade Secret. 

The nature of this composition, which re- 
sembles in appearance plaster of paris, isa 
faétory secret. When the composition is in 
the mould it is placed in an oven to be hard- 
ened. From the oven it travels to another 
operator who trims off the rough edges and 
shapes it into the finished tooth. Then it 
goes to the furnace to receive the final bak- 
ing at a tremendous heat. 

After that the giris get in their fine work 
polishing and finishing and examining for 
defects, for the smallest flaw in the taoth 
will cause discomfort when in the mouth. 
Some of the.giris, skilled in the work, sit 
all day long critically examining the cards 
of shining teeth and discarding those that 
are imperfect or in need of further touching 
up.

Delicious Desserts— 


BANANA BLANCMANGE.—Soak a table 
spoonful of gelatine for an hour in a tea- 
cupful of water. Bring a cupful and a half 
of milk to the boiling point, add a pinch of 
baking soda, and stir in a half‘cupful of 
Sugar and the soaked gelatine. Boil for five 
minutes, stirring steadily. Line a jelly mold 
with sliced bananas and pour the lukewarm 
blancmange carefully in upon these. Set in 
the ice to form. Turn out and eat with 
whipped cream. 

ITALIAN CREAM.—Soak half a box pf 
gelatine in a cupful of cold.water for an 
hour. Heat four cupfuls of milk in a double 
boiler, and when hot stir into them the 
yolks of four eggs beaten light with half a 
cupful of sugar, stir over the fire for two 
minutes, add the gelatine, and keep stirring 
until dissolved. Take from the fire, flavor 
with a teaspoonful of vanilla, and set aside 
to cool. Beat the whites of the eggs stiff, 
and add them to the custard when it is cold, 
but before it has begun to form. Turn into 
a mold wet with cold water, and ‘set aside 
to form firm. 

PEACH ‘SPONGE.— Soak a half box of 
gelatine for two hdéurs: Peel and slice a 
dozen peaches, add to them a cupful anda 
half of sugar and a half cupful of water, and 
stew until the fruit is broken to pieces. Now 
stir In the soaked galatine. When this is 
dissolved rub all through a coarse sieve, adda 
tablespoonful of lemon juice, and when the 
mixture is cool and beginning to thicken whip 
in the stiffened whites of four eggs. Beat 
steadily for fifteen minutes, and turn into 
® mold to form, Serve cold with whipped 
creeen.
